JOFFRE AMAZES

Philadelphia, Der. 30 (AP).—The 
burial place of three great kings of 
Ur of 
u Chaldees has been discov­ 
ered in Mesopotamia, says a joint 
announcem ent of the British and

University 
of 
Pennsylvania 
museums. 
They are tile tombs of Ur-Engur, 
who built the m agnificent Ziggurat 
I or temple at Ur; his son, Dungi, and 
his giandson, Bur-Sln. The earliest 
of them reigned over Ur, said ' to 
have been the early nome of Abra­ 
ham. 4 300 years ago. 
Ruled In Golden Age 
All three kings ruled during the 
so-called Golden Age of Ur’s his­ 
to ry and their tombs collectively 
I constitute one of the most monu- 
' m ental ruins existing in Mesopo­ 
ta m ia , according to the report of 
C. Leonard Woolley, field director 
j of the Joint expedition of the two 
museums.

"It Is too m uch to hope that the 
royal graves should have escaped

so often fell a prey, although until
